To a large and interested audience 
last night. Dr. Alcock gave a Univer- 
sity lecture in the large lecture hall 
of the Chemistry Building. 

Tlie Kiiliject was "How and wliy 
we lioil potatoes," jind tho lecturer 
dealt in a masterly manner with the 
manifold phases of this question. A 
question which is of interest to every 
one. 

After a few introductory remarks 
rc^anlint; i)liysiolo:;y and its aI)|)Uca- 
tion to the .suliject in hand tho Icc- ( 
turcr went on to speak of tho method 
of study. He said that there were 
two methods open to us; one where- 
by information was given to us and 
we took what were told as the facts, 
the other the experimental method 
by wliich we see for ourselves and it 
becomes a matter of fact, not opin- 
ion. 

Tho lecturer then went on to des- 
cribe the potato, its growth cellular 
construction, and the natural agen- 
cies wliicli promote this. He then 
mentioned the hotannieal family to 
which the familiar tulier belonged. 
Raw potatoes, he stated, were not a 
satisfactory food, we might as well 
i eat shredded door-mats. It was ob- 
1 vioua that they must bo cooked. It 
was, he s.Tiil, with ureat dillldcncB he 
apiiroachcd tliis pliase of the uues- 
' tion. M;»ny anxious hours had been 
RPOnt in thinking this matter over 
due to his realization of how skillful 
Canadian Cookery was. 
Dr. Alcock then proceeded to illus- 



trate how not to boil potatoes. He 
said to use an open saucepan, with 
cold water and the potatoes cut into 
pieces was wrong and had many 

Ir.iw liaeks. It wasted fuel, wasted 
l>arl of the potato an;l did not please 
the Palate as much as a better meth- 
od, to wit, the putting of salt in the 
water, the covering of the pot, the 
boiling of tho potato with the skin 
on it and then the draining out of 
the pot iinil ste.Mir.ing of the potato, j 

l ie thi n illustrated the advantages j 
of cookiaK' in a "three decker" with | 
moist Bteaui; this method saves fuel; 
the Potato is not peeled but washed. 
It gives the vegetable a tine flavor 
and produces a flowry potato. 

The lecturer then spoke on the eat- 
ing of the cooked potato and eml'lui- 
aized the importance of a free How 
of saliva and the necessity of avoid- 
ing emotions which hinder this, such 
as temper and excitement; there was 
» great deal of truth contained in tho 
words "I.aiich and grow fat." 

Me then spoke on starch and illus- 
trated the difference of taste between 
the raw material and tlie slightly 
cooked product, also the taste of 
dextrose and maltose. 

He then performed a number of ex- 
periments and showed the Chemical 
reactions whicli took place. 

He then went on to a general dis- 
cussion of many other phases of the 
subject which he said belonged in the 
region as controversy as experiments 
were very dilBcult.

Today the people of the United States elect their 
President, and a great deal of interest is naturally felt 
iu the result by the Canadian people. The coming elec- 
tion will be unique, in so far as it marks the breaking 
away of a vast part of the American people from party 
tradition. The fetish of party loyalty and blind adher- 
ence to party tradition has been cast aside. True, the 
election will be fought on the same old issue of privil- 
ege and the people, but this time the people are not 
accepting the guidance of the party boss; they are decid- 
ing for themselves. 

The Progressive party has grown in strength and 
numbers with astonishing rapidity of late years, and, 
under the leadership of a man of dynamic personality 
would appear to have somewhat overshadowed the old 
Republican organization. The policy of the Democratic 
party is also along markedly progressive lines and it 
would seem that the real struggle lies between the two 
representatives of the modern idea of government and 
the people. 

Both Col. Roosevelt, Mr. Wilson, and their respeo- 
tive supporters, inveigh against privilege, but along 
somewhat radically different lines. The former has de- 
nounced the vested interests and their part in politics, 
claiming that the "bosses" are merely the paid tools of 
the trusts. The latter maintains that the root of the 
special privilege evil lies in the Republican high tariff 
and that the lowering of the tariff wall would benefit the 
people generally and loosen the grasp of the privileged 
classes on the industrial and financial business of the 
nation. At the same time, they inveigh against State 
of the new Progressive Party. 

control of industries, a prominent plank iu the platform 
Mr. Taft and the Republican Party have been made to 
appear as supporters of the vested interests and they 
are attacked ou these lines by both of the other parties. 
They are forced to stipport the idea that modern condi- 
tions entail the existence of privile{;e. 

To Canadians, the eleetiou is of great interest, not 
.only as spectators but also as interested parties. If the 
Democrats sucoecd in gaining control of the reins of 
government and carry out their proposals regarding the 
reduction of the tariff it will he interesting to note, in 
view ofithe recent election on this side of the line, what 
changes such a reduction will effect iu Canadian trade 
conditions, i

Dear Sir,— 

'I'hree letters have already appeared 
in your coluttma dealing with the 
Students' Supply, one from the phil- 
anthropic point of view, the other 
two from the purely commercial side. 
As it la agreed that inmiey is neediMl 
by the CJotincil, the running of thu 
.Supply on the former line.H, however 
desirable In theory, cannot be practi- 
sed. The Supply must therefore be 
looked upon as a money making con- 
corn or ns a syatctn ot voluntary tax- 
ation. Now the profits of th.' Sup- 
|)ly arc diM'ive.l (rum the K.-ile of two 
I classes of goods, those which are 
neccBflary to atudents", such aa instru- 



ments, stationery etc. and those 
which necessities, indirect because the 

profita do not go towarda decreasing 
the price and necessities because a 
man must buy stationery, etc. Now 
a maxim in any system of taxation 
is "Tax the luxuries but leave the 
necessities alone as tar as possible." 
It is here whtire the Students Supply 
innkea one great mistake and there- 
by actually injures itself. At the pre- 
sent moment there are a great num- 
ber It not a majority of men, who 
do not deal with the Supply because 
they can get the stationery that they 
need, much chcniicr 'down town.' It 
is quite comii'.on lo bear "Dont go to 
the Supply for it, you will get il 
much ch"aper down town." The Sup- 
ply at present by selling these neces- 
sities at practically up town prices, 
keeps these men away and probohly 
loses their custom for are optional 
and as such, luxuries. Thus we haVe, 
as it were, two kinds of taxation, 
oue on necessities, the other on lu.\- 
iiries. Your correspondent Mr. Mur- 
ray apparently considers these two 
kinds to he the same, f t :'• ■ na-ver 
to Mr. Hews, ill's depr.'eauou of a 
Supidy on ni.in''y makinu' liin"". ' 
writes, "To follow his aiguiin'iil t" 
logical conclusion, it would he uw s 
sary to abolish all gate receipts at 
inter-colloglntc games. . . ."Surely 
this is not the loKicnl conclusion for 
Ibcre is a fundamental ililTcreneo be- 
tween the two ideas. Cate nmney, lo 
continue the ta.xation simile, is a di- 
rect tax on a luxury, direct because 
It goes to the games account and a 
luxury because it Is not necessary to 
Watch a m.'itcli. whereas profit-making 
on stationery, etc., is am imdirect 
tax On all goods, for a man who doca 
not get satisfuction at a store in 
one department, is hardly likely to 
deal With any ot tbe departments. 
If however the Supply will reduce the 
prices on necessltios lower thnn or at 
least to the level of the stores down 
town, these men, if ..nly '"r 'imveni- 
ence, will deal at the Supply and oh- 
tninlng satisfaction when buying 
necessary articles, will lay their luxu- 
rliîs tliere knowing that even it Pos- 
sibly they rould br procured cheaper 
elsewhere which is, in the cai^c of 
luxuries, not always possible, for 
many obvious reason (o.g. monopo- 



lies, etc.), yet the profit on them is 
helping the University. Thus there 

would be a much larger turnover, 
which after all is one of tbe great 
factors in the success of a cash busi- 
ness, for a large turnover with small 
profits is better than a smal, turn- 
over with large profits. If the Supp- 
ly will undertake some such scheme 
of prices, I am conlUIent that it will 
not lose and the University as a 
whole will greatly benefit. In conclu- 
sion the authorities of tbe Supply, 
should this meet their eye, are asked 
to accept these remarks not as from 
n hostile critic bnt from one who, 
reali7,inu; that a business welcomes 
erilii'isin at its commencement in or- 
der th.at lin.'illy it may rise above it, 
bega to sign himself

Mr. Barclay's Speech was 
Feature of the Evening 

The first meeting of the Circle 
Française for the year 1912-13, took 
place last night at tbe Little Green 
Tea Rooms when about thirty men 
sat down to a most enjoyable meal. 
During tbe course ot tbe repast not a 
word of English waa to be heard, 
every one doing his best to converse 
in French. 

As soon as the menu had been gone 
through Mr. Harold Griffith, the pre- 
sident, in a tow remarks explained 
the aims ot the Club and asked Mr. 
nieler, the vice-president, to rend the 
amendments thai had been drawn up 
to the Consliliilion. 

iMr. Oieler explained that owing to 
poor attendance at the meetings held 
during the last two years, the execu- 
tive had decided that the meetings 
shiiiilil take the form of a supper ful 
loweil by an address or a debate. It 
was also to be ho|)ed th it a couple .if 
Joint meetings could he held in the 
"Société Française" ot the R. V. C. 
The amcndir.cuts have been cndors»l 
hy all the members presciii. tho Presi- 
dent called for non'inati.ins fur the 
position of secrei.uy and treasurer, 
and Messrs .N'icholson and Beatty 
were elected to 1111 the important 
parts. 

The business part of tho meeting 
being cancelled, Mr. Barclay was call- 
ed upon to speak on hl'> impressions 
ol I'arls. He outlined in a most in- 
teresting way three of his experiences 
during bis sojourn in tbe French cap- 
ital, a street riot, a "rough-house" 
in the Faculty ot Law, and tbe floo 1 
of February 1909. Mr. Barclay nar- 
rated how out of curiosity he wen' 
lo sec the demonstration held in prn- 
test of Kener's execution, and h iw 
this gathering soon became tumult- 
uous. Shots were fired at the head 
.■f tbo police department and the Re- 
iniblicnn Guard had to ho cillod to 
help. Tliey eliarpred the er.iw.I will! 
their li.iyonets and Mr. li.irelay 'b 
Cane w.i.n broken in two. ITe was 
pursued by two policemen on bicycles 
and hnd he not met two sailors who 
assured the cimrdiana of the peace 
that Mr. Barclay waa with them, h;
